Dsf THE CLAIMS 

Cancel claims 1-7, without prejudice or disclaimer, and add the following claims. 

8. A method for identifying an organism comprising the steps of: 

a) preparing one or more of double-stranded DNA fragments by a random PCR using, as 
a template, at least a part of a genome of an organism which is to be identified, 

b) subjecting said double-stranded DNA fragments prepared in step a) to temperature 
gradient gel electrophoresis (TGGE) or denaturant gradient gel electrophoresis (DGGE), 

c) identifying featuring points of each DNA fragment from an electrophoretic pattern which 
was obtained in step b) and recording positions of the featuring points.
